Mom pleads with court 
after son who smoked 
'potpourri' becomes ill

One might say the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court has been scared 

With no hesitation 
and strong words of 
rebuke from Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway the fiscal court 
voted unanimously to 
begin the process of 
outlawing the panoply 
of synthetic and mari¬ 
juana-like drugs that 
are being sold openly — and legally 
— in Anderson County 

The vote, which occurred on first

reading of two ordinances proposed 
by County Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis 
and openly endorsed by the Ander¬ 
son County Sheriff’s Office, was the 
first of two votes needed to pass it 
into law 

The second vote is expected dur¬ 
ing the Jan. 17 fiscal court meeting 
and is almost certain to pass. The 
meeting is scheduled for 7 p.m., and 


is open to the public. 

Lewis warned that people, includ¬ 
ing teens, are easily purchasing the 
substances from several locations in 
Anderson County. 

“This is very, very dangerous,” 
Lewis said. “This is happening to our 
kids and we need to stop it — now.” 

Her case was bolstered by a pair

Teen indicted 
for shooting 


sleeping sister 


Police say Wideman hid gun 
inside UK emergency room

A Frankfort man was indicted last 
week on charges that he shot his sister in 
the head earlier this year. 

Anthony Wideman, 18, who formerly 
lived in Anderson County 
but now resides at 137 Doug¬ 
las Ave., Frankfort, was 
arrested last Wednesday and 
charged with first-degree 
assault and tampering with 
physical evidence. Both 
charges are felonies. 

The incident occurred at 
96 Woodland Circle Avenue 
in Lawrenceburg. 

Wideman got out one of his deceased 
father’s guns and started pointing it at 
items inside the residence, pulling the 
trigger several times, according to a police 
report on file at the Anderson County Cir¬ 
cuit Clerk’s office. 

Wideman told police that he also point¬ 
ed the gun at his sister, Shawnna Wide¬ 
man, who was asleep. When he pulled the 
trigger, the gun went off and shot her in 
the head. She reportedly survived. 

Wideman also told police that he was 
high on marijuana at the time, according

Mom says teacher 
stuffed autistic son 
into duffle ba 

Mercer school officials decline to comment 
after story makes national headlines

The story of a 9-year-old autistic Mercer County 
child allegedly stuffed into a duffle bag during 
school has made national news and has an autistic 
college student from Georgetown University peti¬ 
tioning to have school officials fired. 

Media outlets including the Associated Press 
and major TV networks have aired the story of 
fourth-grader Christopher Baker. 

His mother, Sandra, claims that she arrived at 
the school on Dec. 14 only to hear her son’s voice 
coming from inside of what appeared to be an 
Army-style duffle bag. 

A nearby teachers aid let the boy out of the bag 
at his mother’s insistence. 

“When I got him out of the bag, his poor little 
eyes were as big as half dollars and he was sweat¬ 
ing,” his mother has been quoted as saying, adding 
that he told her he had been placed in the bag 
because he wouldn’t do his work. 

Baker told MSNBC that during a meeting with 
school officials, the bag was described as a “therapy 
bag.” 

The network reported that interim school super¬ 
intendent Dennis Davis declined to comment. 

Lydia Brown, an autistic Georgetown student, 
has already gained 7,000 signatures on a petition to 
fire the teacher involved and institute a compre¬ 
hensive training program for the school district.

Cheered up, 
but not much 

Donations help, but store's 
former manager wants 
owner behind bars

A group of former Dairy 
Cheer employees who say 
they received bad checks or 
weren’t paid at all had a mer¬ 
rier Christmas thanks to the 
generosity of Anderson Coun- 
tians who answered their 
pleas for help. 

“We’ve received monetary 
donations, toys, food clothing 
... it’s just been wonderful,” 
said Catherine Zimmerman, 
the now-closed store’s general 
manager who organized sev¬ 
eral days of fundraising. 

“I always knew this was 
a great community, but this 
really solidified that,” she said. 

Zimmerman and her 
cohorts are very grateful, but 
she is far from satisfied and 
says she won’t rest until the 
owner of the store either pays 
up or placed under arrest. 

“If she doesn’t pay, I will see 
her behind bars,” Zimmerman 
said. 

The holiday joy Zimmer¬

of her former co-workers 
experienced was shadowed in 
doubt just days before Christ¬ 
mas when the store abruptly 
closed and its owner, Lou 
Comptom, skipped town. 

Locally, Dairy Cheer opened 
about two months ago in the 
former Food Court building 
off US 127 Bypass near the 
Best Western. Compton also 
operated several Dairy Cheer 
restaurants around Kentucky 
and has a headquarters in 
Pikeville. 

When she left town, 
Compton allegedly stuck her 
employees here with a stack 
of bounced paychecks and 
unpaid employees distraught 
at having no money to pay 
their bills, let alone provide 
Christmas gifts to their fami¬ 
lies. 

The employees were sched¬ 
uled to meet with Compton 
last Monday at the store, 
but when they arrived she 
wasn’t there and the locks on 
the doors had already been 
changed. 

Zimmerman and others 
left the store, went to County 
Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis’ 
office to find out what they 
could do, then headed over to 
Judge-Executive John Wayne 
Conway’s office, where they 
applied for and received a per¬ 
mit to solicit charitable dona¬ 
tions. 

Lewis’ office opened an 
investigation into the matter. 

On Wednesday, they took 
to the streets, setting up dona¬ 
tion locations at the entrance 
to the West Park plaza, Kroger 
and Walmart, where people 
began showering them with 
cash and other items. 

As the store’s general man¬ 
ager, Zimmerman said she felt 
a responsibility to those who 
worked for her, but that is far 
from her only goal. 

“Number one was to get my 
people taken care of,” she said. 
“Number two is to go after 
this lady legally and spread 
the word about her all across 
Kentucky. 

“She should never have 
another business license to 
open a store and do this again.” 

Zimmerman declined to say 
how much she’s owed, but said 
it’s enough to press charges 
against Compton. She said 
Lewis, the county attorney, 
told her that Compton has 
until Thursday to pay her, or 
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Jerry and Jane Bennett hand a donation of cash, clothes and a toy to former Dairy Cheer employee Kim Shockley.

else. 

“I really need the money, 
but I hope she doesn’t pay 
because by Thursday, if she 
doesn’t I will go sign a warrant 
for her arrest. What she owes 
me is a felony.” 

At the West Park entrance 
last Thursday, Jerry and 
Jane Bennett handed former 
employee Kim Shockley a 
grocery sack filled with items 
including a toy, a baby outfit 
and some cash. 

“I heard about this in [last 
week’s] paper,” Jerry Bennett 
said. 

“It’s definitely pretty low to 
skip out on these people.” 

“I just hope [the workers] 
are able to find new jobs,” Jane 
Bennett added. 

The employees continued 
collecting items through 
Christmas Eve, and were 
amazed at how generous peo¬ 
ple were right before Christ¬ 
mas. 

“There were six of us stand¬ 
ing here and one lady came 
through and gave $20 to each 
of us,” Zimmerman said, shiv¬ 
ering in a cold drizzle while 
standing beneath an umbrella 
last Thursday morning. 

“She even gave us this 
umbrella.” 


Zimmerman said those 
helping had plenty to say 
about their plight, includ¬ 
ing some strong words for 
Compton, who was reportedly 
attempting to get a loan to 
cover the bounced checks and 
other payroll shortcomings. 

Compton declined to com¬ 
ment in last week’s paper, and 
did not return calls as of Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

Zimmerman said she did 
not total all the cash that was 
collected. Instead, she handed 
out to former employees based 
on helping them pay overdue 
light, water and other bills and 
purchase gifts. 

“This wasn’t just a Christ¬ 
mas thing,” she said. “Some of 
us hadn’t received a check in 
five weeks, and everyone was 
able to at least get some help 
paying bills. 

“I put mine toward my 
health insurance, because I 
have one child who is diabetic 
and another with asthma.” 

“She owes me a lot of 
money, and I really need the 
money, but I almost hope she 
doesn’t pay me because by 
Thursday, I will see her behind 
bars because what she owes 
me is a felony and I will sign 
an arrest warrant if I’m not 


paid.” 

Asked what she plans to do 
if she and others receive the 
pay they’re owed, Zimmerman 
said she has already figured 
that out. 

“I told my people that when 
and if they get paid — and 
that’s a very big if — I expect 
them to pay it forward,” she 
said. “They can pay it forward 


to the fire department, police, 
the food pantry or even to 
Toyburg, which gave each 
employee a $200 gift card for 
the store if they presented a 
bounced check. 

“I told them this is a loan 
from the people.”

to court documents. 

The timing of the shooting 
coincided with a criminal trial 
going on at the same time dur¬ 


ing which Shawnna Wideman 
was expected to testify against 
a suspect in a home invasion 
case. 

The shooting occurred dur¬ 
ing a break in the trial when 
the home invasion suspect had 
left the courtroom. 


Police immediately began 
looking for the defendant, 
who was later cleared of the 
shooting. 

Meanwhile, Shawnna Wide¬ 
man was being transported 
to the emergency room at UK 
Medical Center, and Anthony 


Wideman went there as well. 

It was there, he told police, 
that he stashed the gun he 
used to shoot his sister first in 
some bushes near the emer¬ 
gency room then inside a gar¬ 
bage can in a restroom. 

Wideman was originally 


brought up on charges as a 
youthful offender in District 
Court, but his case was trans¬ 
ferred to Circuit Court when 
he turned 18 in September.

women who addressed 
the fiscal court, includ¬ 
ing one whose son 
became violently ill 
after smoking a sub¬ 
stance he purchased that 
was sold as potpourri. 

“My son smoked some 
of this in his room,” 
said Beverly Barrett. “I 
found him vomiting and 
his heart rate was 120. 

We had to take him to 
the emergency room in 
Frankfort.” 

Barrett added that ER 
workers there said two 
other children treated 
there in the past year for 
smoking the substances 
had died. 

Another woman 
warned the fiscal court 
of the drugs’ dangers. 

“This is stronger than 
the marijuana we had 
when we were kids,” said 
Gretchen Miller. 

“I wish we could pass 
this tonight and start 
enforcing it right away,” 
Conway said. “I’d like to 
send a message to these 
businesses and the par¬ 
ents here tonight that we 
are serious about these 
ordinances.” 

It was also said dur¬ 
ing the meeting that the 
substances are prevalent 
in Anderson County 
High School, and stu¬ 
dents caught smoking 
them in the restrooms 
can only be cited for 


smoking on school 
grounds because the sub¬ 
stances, as of now, are not 
illegal. 

The fiscal court 
is declaring war on 
two fronts: synthetic 
marijuana, which is typi¬ 
cally plant-like material 
laced with a variety of 
chemicals that produce a 
marijuana-like high, and 
powder-like substances 
commonly referred to 
as bath salts, which pro¬ 
duce highs that mimic 
methamphetamine. 

Lewis said the sub¬ 
stances are often market¬ 
ed as incense, potpourri 


or foot powder, and as 
long as they aren’t on the 
state’s banned list, noth¬ 
ing can be done to retail¬ 
ers who sell them. 

Det. Bryan Taylor of 
the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office also 
spoke and passed around 
a foil packet of what was 
supposedly potpourri but 
was actually synthetic 
marijuana he said he 
purchased in Anderson 
County for nearly $50. 

Taylor said the sub¬ 
stances can be purchased 
with relative ease, 
including a glass pipe or 
bong that sellers claim 


are for tobacco use but 
instead are typically 
used to smoke the sub¬ 
stances. 

“Kids can go in and 
buy both at the same 
time,” he said. 

The Anderson News 
visited several area 
retailers, but none 
admitted selling the 
substances. One retailer 
denied selling them 
despite a variety of the 
drugs being openly dis¬ 
played in the store. Tay¬ 
lor emphasized that as 
long as the items are not 
on the state’s banned list, 
he nor other police offi¬ 


cers can do a thing about 
retailers selling them. 

Ambulance director 
Bart Powell bolstered 
Taylor’s argument for 
outlawing the substanc¬ 
es, saying that his staff 
has responded to medical 
calls for people using the 
drugs, including three 
times in one day. 

The marijuana-like 
substances are com¬ 
monly marketed as 
incense or potpourri, but 
have slang names such 
as Zombie Head, Afghan 
Ice and High Voltage. 

The bath salts are 
snorted, injected or 


smoked and are often 
called Vanilla Sky, White 
Lightening and Hur¬ 
ricane Charlie, among 
others. 

Both are said to pro¬ 
duce intense highs, and 
authorities say bath salts 
can cause extreme para¬ 
noia, rapid heart rate and 
suicidal thoughts. 

Although the state 
legislature has already 
made the substances 
illegal, manufactures can 
slightly alter the chemi¬ 
cal compounds they con¬ 
tain to skirt the law and 
get them back on the 
shelves at convenience 
stores and other outlets. 

Lewis, the county 
attorney, said the pair of 
ordinances she drafted 
would solve that prob¬ 
lem locally because they, 
in essence, ban future 
chemical alterations as 
well. 

“We get complaints 
about this on a daily 
basis,” said Taylor, the 
detective. “In my opin¬ 
ion, if this doesn’t kill 
the kid using it, it will 
certainly lead to harder 
drugs.” 

“This is one of the big¬ 
gest health and safety 
issues the fiscal court has 
addressed,” said Lewis, 
the county attorney, add¬ 
ing that her office has 
also seen “severe domes¬ 
tic violence” cases as the 
result of people using 
the drugs.

FISCAL COURT NOTEBOOK 


Conway: 1 made a boo-boo' 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway told the 
fiscal court last Tuesday 
that he made what he 
called a serious mistake 
in handling a $55,000 
state grant to refurbish 
holding pens at the coun¬ 
ty’s animal shelter. 

Conway, who 
announced the grant a 
couple of months ago, 
said the construction 
work at the animal shel¬ 
ter should have been put 
out for bid, which should 
have then been approved 
by the fiscal court along 
with a contract to the 
winning bidder. 

None of that hap¬ 
pened, he said. 

“I made a boo-boo and 
take full responsibility 
for it,” he said. “I deeply 
apologize not only the 
court, but to the local 
contractors in his county. 

“I would not deprive 
anyone from bidding 
intentionally. This just 
slipped by.” 

Conway explained 
that when he read the 
grant’s requirements, 
bidding was preferred 
but not specifically 
required. That being the 
case, he instructed ani¬ 
mal control officer Jason 
Chesser to get quotes, 
and the lowest of two 
was chosen. 

But after the work 
had already begun, 
Conway said County 


Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis 
and he were speaking 
and, because the proj¬ 
ect exceeds the state’s 
$20,000 spending rule 
that requires bids, it 
should have been done. 

Conway said about 75 
percent of the work had 
already been completed 
when he realized his 
mistake, and asked mag¬ 
istrates to retroactively 
approve awarding the 
job to G.R. Builders of 
Lexington. 

“No harm, no foul,” 
said Magistrate David 
Ruggles, who made a 
motion to award the 
work which was second¬ 
ed by Magistrate Buddy 
Sims and passed unani¬ 
mously. 

“I appreciate that,” 
Conway said, “and will 
do my best not to let that 
happen again. I’ll get 
reprimanded by the state 
auditor, but I’m not real¬ 
ly concerned with that. 

“I’m more concerned 
with calling the local 
contractors here in 
Anderson County and 
apologizing.” 

Clerk brings bulletproof 
vest to meeting 

Two weeks after he 
received a tongue-lash¬ 
ing in fiscal court, Coun¬ 
ty Clerk Jason Denny 
received a jolt of support 
from Magistrate Juretta 
Wells. 


While presenting his 
budget two weeks earlier, 
Denny was taken to task 
by magistrates Forrest 
Dale Stevens and David 
Ruggles, each of whom 
questioned the need for 
him to begin charging a 
$2 fee to have documents 
notarized in his office. 

Ruggles went on to 
dress down Denny about 
his state-mandated sal¬ 
ary increase as well, but 
ultimately voted in favor 
of Denny’s proposed 
budget. 

News coverage of 
that meeting sparked 
a strongly worded let¬ 
ter to the editor in 
The Anderson News 
in which author chal¬ 
lenged Denny to use his 
increased pay to support 
local charitable causes. 

Neither Denny’s dress¬ 
ing down nor the letter 
sat well with Wells, who 
said the letter failed to 
mention a $60,000 rev¬ 
enue cut in Denny’s bud¬ 
get and that while Rug¬ 
gles is indeed charitable 
with his salary, no one 
should tell another how 
to spend their money. 

“I have a recommen¬ 
dation for you, Jason,” 
Wells said as Denny 
stood to deliver his 
department heard report. 
“Get with [Sheriff Troy 
Young] and get a bullet¬ 
proof vest because of the 
pot-shots taken at you 
in the paper and here in 
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court.” 

When she was done, 
Denny walked over to 
the magistrates’ bench 
and produced a bul¬ 
letproof vest, smiled 
and said his salary has 
reached the state’s maxi¬ 
mum and will not go any 
higher. 

Request to move 
doublewide denied 

Magistrates flirted 
with the idea of rethink¬ 
ing the fiscal court’s poli¬ 
cy on single- and double¬ 
wide homes, but in the 
end denied a woman’s 
plea to move a double¬ 
wide here from Bullitt 
County to help care for 
her ailing mother. 

Kim Carney said her 
mom owns the mobile 
home and she wants to 
move here. Trouble is, 
the home was built in 
1996 and the local law 
requires only those built 
in 2002 or newer to be 
moved into Anderson 
County. 

Magistrates discussed 
that law, which was 
enacted several years ago 
following lengthy discus¬ 
sions about the safety of 
older homes. Judge-Exec¬ 
utive John Wayne Con¬ 
way said the court at the 
time restricted homes to 
2002 in accordance with 


federal safety guidelines, 
and has since denied two 
requests to move older 
ones that were already 
located in Anderson 
County. 

Magistrate David 
Ruggles said he empa¬ 
thized with the woman’s 
problem, adding that 
he would like the fiscal 
court to revise its rule 
based on hardship cases. 

Later, Magistrate 
Kenny Barnett made a 
motion to allow older 
mobile homes into the 
county, provided they 
pass a safety inspection, 
but that motion was not 
seconded. 

More discussion 
ensued, and Magistrate 
David Montgomery 
restated Barnett’s 
motion, which failed 
by a 4-3 vote. Joining 
Barnett and Montgom¬ 
ery in voting yes was 
Magistrate Buddy Sims. 
Magistrates Juretta Wells, 
Forrest Dale Stevens and 
Ruggles voted against it, 
along with Conway. 

Ruggles recom¬ 
mended that the woman 
have the mobile home 
inspected by the state 
fire marshal and return 
to the fiscal court if it 
passes. 

“I’d probably support 
it then,” he said. 


Distillers donate to park 

The fiscal court 
unanimously accepted a 
$700 donation from the 
Kentucky Distillers Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said John 
Rhea of Four Roses noted 
the improvements being 
made to the county 
park, and requested that 
the association donate 
to help those improve¬ 
ments continue. 

“I’d like to thank the 
association and John 
Rhea,” Conway said. 

New Extension 
agent introduced 

Joan Martin attended 
last Tuesday’s meeting 
and introduced herself 
to the fiscal court as the 
new family and consum¬ 
er sciences agent in the 
Lawrenceburg office of 
the Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion. 

She said she is look¬ 
ing forward to working 
closely with the fiscal 
court in the future. 

Two OK'd for B0ZA 

Greg Smith and Jeff 
Sauer were both unani¬ 
mously approved for 
appointments to the 
Board of Zoning Adjust¬ 
ments.

More jobs, less taxes 
and ban on fake pot 

W ish in one hand, spit in the other because in the end it 
generally amounts to the same thing. 

I shall nevertheless toss out some some wishes for the 
new year, minus all the “whirled peas” pablum that generally 
makes these kind of columns remarkably boring. 

Instead, I’ll focus on things that could actually 
happen here. 

Economic growth in Anderson County 

Nothing will fix our area’s immediate economic 
concerns better than companies already here grow¬ 
ing and hiring more people. 

My sources — and they’re great sources, trust me 
— have been telling me for several months that we 
are on the brink of some gigantic economic growth, 
but have also sworn me to secrecy for fear of my 
big mouth screwing it up. 

Contrary to popular belief, I can be quiet when 
necessary, so please forgive me for being stingy with 
details. Suffice it to say that if these projects come to fruition, it 
will mean roughly 150 good-paying jobs and millions in additional 
local tax revenue. 

Don’t underestimate the second portion of that last sentence. 
Each time industry adds to a community’s tax base, local taxing 
districts can leave our back yards out of the equation when set¬ 
ting tax rates. 

Taxing districts brought under fiscal court control 

I’ll spare you all yet another tirade about this topic, but I do 
hope that the fiscal court will do the right thing and take over 
budgetary and taxation control for the library and health taxing 
districts. 

Sources say that it’s strongly being 
considered, but I have no idea when 
or if it will actually happen. 

It certainly is too late now to undo 
the damage done by the previous 
health board, but there may yet be 
time to save the library district from 
itself. 

Come spring, the library board 
will know if it’s getting some state 
grant funding toward a new building 
only the most myopic thinks is need¬ 
ed. Once that happens and the board 
votes to spend millions, it doesn’t 
appear the fiscal court will be able to 
halt that foolishness any more than 
it could the health board’s. 

I’m not sure what’s holding up 
this idea, but it only stands to reason 
that because the fiscal created these 
districts, it certainly has the author¬ 
ity to un-create them and put them 
back together in a logical way. 

I’m asked routinely why I don’t include the fire taxing district 
and my answer is simple: because it is simply different than the 
other two. 

First, only county taxpayers fund that agency, so it doesn’t get 
anywhere near the largess the others do. 

Second, and more importantly, while the fire board in its 
entirety isn’t elected by the masses, it does have internal elections 
and is put together in much more of a representative fashion. 

Third, the people currently on the fire board genuinely care 
about the taxpayers and have demonstrated remarkable fiscal 
restraint both in spending and taxation. 

If you doubt that, try attending a fire board meeting some 
time and asking a few questions. I promise no one there will speak 
down to you, try act smarter than you or simply ignore what you 
have to say. 

If that were to change in the future, putting it under the fiscal 
court’s umbrella would require nothing more than a vote. 

Fake pot to go up in smoke 

Perhaps my most easily granted wish of the three, because 
there’s no way the fiscal court won’t outlaw synthetic pot and so- 
called bath salts next month. 

As a product of the 1960s, I remember the horror stories about 
drugs like LSD and even low-grade pot that were endemic in the 
then-straight media. From Walter Cronkite’s excoriations to dire 
warnings issued by the narrow-tie and knee-length skirt crowd, 
drugs, they said, were making children leap from buildings and 
likely to render them sterile. 

A bit overstated, perhaps, but last week’s fiscal court meeting 
that featured the county attorney and others pleading with mag¬ 
istrates to ban these substances was unquestionably right on the 
mark. 

While writing the story about this on 1A, I snooped the inter¬ 
net for some background and even spoke with several retailers I 
figured were likely selling this stuff, albeit legally. 

They all denied doing so, which came as no surprise given how 
insidious this stuff can be. 

While discussing these drugs, one analogy I heard from some¬ 
one who did think this problem is being overblown is that it’s not 
all that dissimilar from bourbon. 

“Sure it can make teenagers lay on the floor and vomit, but so 
can a bottle of Wild Turkey if they drink too much,” the person 
said. 

That’s true, but short of ripping a bottle from mom and dad’s 
liquor cabinet, teens have very limited ability to buy bourbon. 

That isn’t the case with this garbage, which is readily available 
despite the laughable denials given me by its peddlers. 

Banning these drugs isn’t going to stop people from using them, 
but at least it will make them a bit harder to obtain.

I think this is pretty common 
thinking for a lot of professing 
Christians. However, I think the 
Bible tells us quite the opposite. 

2 Timothy 3:15-17, “and how 
from infancy you have known the 
Holy Scriptures, which are able 
to make you wise for salvation 
through faith in Christ Jesus. All 
Scripture is God-breathed and is 
useful for teaching, rebuking, cor¬ 
recting and training in righteous¬ 
ness, so that the servant of God 
may be thoroughly equipped for 
every good work.” 

So, Timothy compares the scrip¬ 
tures as a means to salvation in an 
attempt to achieve righteousness. 


He also describe the Bible as God 
breathed or in my opinion God 
speaking. 

That’s not something I wish to 
overlook or put little emphasis 
on. A man once told DL Moody (a 
well known American evangelist) 
that he intended to get enough 
out of a series of revival meetings 
to last him his whole life. Moody 
responded that he “might as well 
try to eat enough breakfast at one 
time to last him his lifetime.” 

2 Timothy 2:15 tells us, “Study 
to show thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth.” 

Study to show yourself 
approved before God. How more 
clear can the scriptures get? 

There are many of other rea¬ 
sons to read the scriptures men¬ 
tioned throughout the Bible. Now, 
when I think about what these 
scriptures tell us, I think it’s obvi¬ 
ous we need to be in constant 
study of God’s word. 

God uses his word to commu¬ 
nicate to each and every believer. 
The Bible should be our guide and 
“road map” for everyday living 
and dealing with others. 

The Bible says that we are to 


be “ambassadors for Christ” and 
“always ready to give a reason for 
the hope within us.” 

How can we be so careless and 
negligent with such a great salva¬ 
tion? Is man’s true purpose here 
on this earth to glorify God? If 
you believe such a thing, how can 
we give almighty God a “tip” like 
a waiter by giving him an hour 
or so on Sunday like we are doing 
him a great favor? 

If you truly are a Christian, 

God is at the center of a surren¬ 
dered life to him and his purpose. 
Instead of aspiring to be the 
people that God calls us to be, 
we attempt to fabricate a more 
approachable, user-friendly like 
God appealing to the masses. 

“When we attempt to make 
Holy God in our own image, we 
are worshiping ourselves!” (David 
Platt). 

Now, why don’t we take the 
time to study his word? When we 
get alone with God’s word, and 
begin to understand it, it shines a 
spot light on our frail response to 
the truth of God’s grace.

Lady Bearcats 
strong in Fla. 

Anderson wins two, only loss 
to Pennsylvania powerhouse

The Anderson County girls’ bas¬ 
ketball team had a strong showing in 
the KSA Tournament, held at Disney 
World in Orlando, Fla., last week. The 
Lady Bearcats went 2-1 in a tourna¬ 
ment that should prepare the Lady 
Bearcats for the rigors of the 30th Dis¬ 
trict and Eighth Region tournaments. 

The Lady Bearcats defeated 
Gulliver Prep of Miami, Fla., 46-42 
in overtime, in their final game in 
Florida last Wednesday. Gulliver Prep 
had entered the tournament with 
a 7-1 record, according to the school 
website. 

Kali Whiteside led Anderson with 
10 points while Sydney Brown scored 
9 and Eriel McKee tallied 8. 

Anderson shot just 35 percent for 
the game but collected 33 rebounds 
and committed just nine turnovers 
against an athletic team. 

“I think we got a little fatigued at 
the end,” Anderson assistant coach 
Clay Birdwhistell said in a text mes¬ 
sage. “They are a good team with a lot 
of athleticism. Kenzie (Cann) played 
sick as a dog.” 

Cann, who had scored 41 points in 
her first two games in Florida, scored 
just five against Gulliver Prep. 

The Lady Bearcats rolled past fel¬ 
low Kentucky school Letcher County 
Central, 58-46, on Tuesday,. Letcher 
Central is considered one of the top 
teams in the 14th Region. 

“Letcher County Central is a well- 
coached team that is going to be a 
contender in the 14th,” Birdwhistell 
said in an e-mail. “We didn’t play our 
best game, but we found a way to con¬ 
trol the game. Kenzie (Cann) and Eriel 
(McKee) continued their strong play, 
and we got some solid contributions 
from our bench.” 

Cann led Anderson with 19 points 
while McKee added 17. McKee also 
had 11 rebounds. 

Anderson broke the game open 
with a 15-7 second quarter outburst to 
go up 31-21 at the half. After Letcher 
Central had cut the lead to six by 
the end of the third frame, the Lady 
Bearcats responded to put things 
away in the final eight minutes. 

Guard Kelah Eldridge, considered 
one of the best players in the moun¬ 
tains, led Letcher Central with 13 
points. 

Anderson shot a respectable 42 
percent from the field, while holding 
the Cougars to 37 percent accuracy. 
Anderson also hit on 12-of-16 free 
throws while Letcher Central con¬ 
nected on just 6-of-10. 

Anderson had dropped a 54-50 deci¬ 
sion to Prep Charter, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., in the opening game of the tour¬ 
nament. 

“They were an outstanding basket¬ 
ball team with a high Division I sign- 
ee,” Birdwhistell said. “Over the last 
two seasons, they lost in the quarters 
of the state tournament and last year 
in the semis to the eventual cham¬ 
pion. I was very proud of our kids 
for their effort. This was definitely a 
game that made us better.” 

Prep Charter went 24-3 a year ago 
and was a state Class AAA (out of five 
classes) semi-finalist in Pennsylvania. 
Guard Kahleah Copper has signed 
with Rutgers and is considered the 
No. 17 prospect in the nation by ESPN- 
Hoopgurlz. 

Cann led Anderson with 22 points 
while McKee added 15. McKee also 
had 13 rebounds.

Anderson swimmers record good times in early meets

The Anderson County High 
School swimming team has 
had a strong start during the 
first month of the 2011-12 sea¬ 
son. 

New coach Karla Phillips 
said the Bearcats and Lady 
Bearcats have turned in strong 
times in the first three meets 
of the season, held at Russell 
County, Shelby County and 
Woodford County 

Russell County hosted a 
meet that featured prelimi¬ 


nary heats of 50 yards before 
moving up to 100 yards in the 
finals for the same stroke. 

Freshman Cameron Peyton 
made the finals in the boys’ 
butterfly, backstroke and 
freestyle while junior Andrew 
Smith made the cut in the 
boys’ freestyle. Sophomore 
Kylie Gehefer advanced to the 
final in the girls’ breaststroke 
and freestyle. As a team, 
Anderson finished 10th out of 
14 teams. 

At Shelby County, on Dec. 

3, Anderson finished in last 
place of a six-team meet. “Our 


men’s relays turned in some 
great times. Both our men and 
women scored a good amount 
of points but the points 
weren’t enough to pull us out 
of last place,” Phillips said. 

“We are still trying to work 
on perfecting our relay teams 
and making sure we get some 
quick starts.” 

On Dec. 17, the Anderson 
teams took part in the Wood¬ 
ford County Invitational at 
Falling Springs. In what is 
expected to be the largest 
meet the Anderson teams 
will participate in before the 


regionals, Gehefer and senior 
Braden Peyton both finished 
high enough to score points. 
Gehefer scored two points 
for her effort in the 100-yard 
breaststroke while Peyton 
scored five points in the 50- 
yard freestyle and one point in 
the 100-yard butterfly. 

“Kylie and Braden are both 
valuable assets to the ACHS 
swim team,” Phillips said. “I 
look forward to having Kylie 
two more years.” 

Phillips said sophomores 
James Mason and Ben Spear 
both turned in good times 


at Woodford while Andrew 
Smith finished 27th out of 85 
in the 100-yard freestyle. Phil¬ 
lips was also pleased with the 
performance of sixth-grader 
Kennedy Clark, who was 115th 
out of 140 swimmers in the 
50-yard freestyle. Phillips said 
Clark’s finish was “well above 
many swimmers who are 
several years older than her. I 
only expect to see great things 
from her in all her years of 
swimming to come.”

Make firearm safety a priority this the new year 


I guess I’ll start out by piggy¬ 
backing off last month’s out¬ 
door column concerning gun 
safety. I hope every¬ 
body had a Merry 
Christmas and will 
have a Happy New 
Year as well as safe. 

Guns can make 
very exciting gifts to 
start a new year, how¬ 
ever, the responsibili¬ 
ties that come with 
the gift are tremen¬ 
dous. The giver, and 
well as the receiver, 
should understand 
the responsibility 
that comes with owning, using or 
handling firearms. 

All newly purchased firearms 
come with instruction informa¬ 
tion that should be thoroughly 
read and understood for the safe 
and responsible operation of the 
weapon. If, for some reason, you 
do not have an owner’s manual, 
contact the manufacturer or go 
on-line and order one then study 
it once received. 

I will also put a plug in for any 
and all hunters to take the time 
to participate and complete a free 
state-sponsored hunter education 
course before the next hunting 
season rolls around. These classes 
are held in most all Kentucky 
counties throughout the year and 
especially through the spring and 
summer in preparation for the 
next year’s fall hunting seasons. 
Contact the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife for 
class schedules and start your 
year off right by getting gun and 
hunter safety educated. 

A concealed carry class is also 
an excellent way to learn how to 
safely operate a firearm whether 
you plan to actually carry the 
weapon or not. The classes offer 
certified instructors teaching a 
six-hour course followed by live 
fire qualifying in order to receive 
the concealed carry permit. 
Search the Internet for “Ken¬ 
tucky Concealed Carry Permit 
classes” to find information on 
the process and find certified pri¬ 
vate instructors or ask local sport¬ 
ing goods stores about classes. 

Bear season 

Kentucky’s third bear season 
of the modern era was held the 
weekend of Dec. 10-11. The overall 
harvest for 2011 was double the 


2010 season. That might sound 
like a lot of bears but considering 
the 2010 season recorded only two 
bears harvested it’s easy to do the 
math. Four bears were harvested 
for the 2011 season which is only 
open in the mountain counties of 
Harlan, Letcher and Pike. 

Two of the four were har¬ 
vested on public land in Harlan 
County. The other two were taken 
in Letcher County on private 
land with one weighing in at 350 
pounds field dressed. That would 
put the big male bruin at around 
400 pounds live weight. No bear 
harvests were recorded for Pike 
County for 2011. A total of 484 
bear permits were purchased for 
the 2011 weekend hunt. One of 
those was mine. 

I was invited by fellow Ander¬ 
son countian Ed Middleton to 
travel down to Harlan County to 
try our luck at taking one of the 
east Kentucky bruins. We met up 
with a former Anderson County 
resident, Jim Caldwell, and hunt¬ 
ed the Harlan County mountains 
for the two-day season. 

We had a cold weekend and 
snow on the mountains above 
3,000 feet elevation but didn’t 
have any luck finding the bears. 

It seems the bears that had been 
frequenting the area for months 
had denned up or moved on to 
different food sources. Bears can 
and will travel many miles to den 
or forage in preparation for the 
winter months. 

I had a good time hunting with 
these two Harlan County natives 
and thank them both for their 
hospitality. Hopefully, next year 
we can do it again with a little 
more success. I’m also hoping the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife will seriously con¬ 
sider moving the bear season to 
the first weekend of December 
in order to align it more with the 
bear seasons in some of the bor¬ 
dering states. Kentucky’s modern 
bear season is young and still 
pretty experimental at this point 
so hopefully the wildlife officials 
involved will not have trouble 
bouncing things around a little in 
order to allow for the best hunt¬ 
ing season. 

Black bears are once again 
becoming more common place in 
much of eastern Kentucky due 
to their range spreading from 
Virginia, West Virginia and Ten¬ 
nessee. These states have had 


bear seasons for many years due 
to increased populations of the 
species. 

According to Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife reports 
there have been bear sightings 
and or bear nuisance calls in 54 
of Kentucky’s 120 counties over 
the past several years. I don’t 
think we’ll have to worry too 
much about bear problems here 
in Anderson County but you 
never know. Black bears can and 
will travel hundreds of miles if 
needed to find food, mate, den or 
establish a new territory. 

Free youth deer hunting weekend 

I’ve always been an advocate 
of taking kids hunting and fish¬ 
ing. Kentucky has always been 
a hunting and fishing friendly 
state and the weekend of Dec. 
31-Jan. 2 is a great example. Kids 
under the age of 15 who want to 
hunt deer hunt can for free that 
Saturday and Sunday. No license 
or deer permits are required 
but the young hunter must be 
accompanied by an adult. Take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
take a kid out and enjoy a week¬ 
end together deer hunting.

I want to end this year and 
start the new one by thanking 
all the folks out there who read 
my monthly column. Sometimes, 
as a columnist, you wonder if 
anybody out there even reads 
what you’ve spent time writing, 
then, on a fairly regular basis, I 
run into someone in town, at a 
ballgame, church or wherever 
and they tell me how much they 
enjoy my columns.
